>74HCT74 but not the 74LS74 these days. My question is: are they 
>interchangeable or does the HCT use a different voltage and pin out? 


In a nutshell, the HCT74 should work fine for you. 
The 74HCT74 has the same pinout as the 74LS74. They will both run 


nicely on 5 volts. The HCT family is intended to solve the problem with 
incompatible input voltage thresholds between newer CMOS parts 


(HC, HCT) and the older NMOS families (L, LS, etc). 


A NMOS part could put out a logic high with as low a voltage as 2.7v and 

be in spec. CMOS parts typically want over 3.1 volts to qualify as a 

valid high input. The HCT family allows you to transition logic levels by 
matching the LS family's input threshold levels. This means that any voltage 
above 2.0 volts going into a HCT (or LS) part is a valid "1". It accomplishes 
the logic level translation because the output of the HCT on "high" is a 
minimum 

of 4.4 volts that is consistent with the CMOS family. Note, these voltage 
values 

are assuming running the parts at 4.5 to 5.5 volts. Normal HC parts can run 
anywhere from 2.0 to 6.0 volts (the thresholds are scaled accordingly). The 
CMOS parts have a greater noise immunity and use less power than the LS 
parts. 


The Motorola "High-Speed CMOS Data book" (Q2/93) says "The wise 
designer uses HCT devices to perform logic level conversions only. In 
new designs, the designer wants all the advantages of a true CMOS 
system and designs using only HC devices." (The AC family came out 
after this was published! ) 


For your application, I would be perfectly comfortable in using the 74HCT74 
device. Hope that helps.

If you don't show 
up on time, you miss the fox hunt or contest. If you don't renew in 
time, you miss the next issue. It's how life works. 


PacifiCon is the same sorta thing. If you want to enjoy it, you just 
have to be there. If you don't show up on time, you miss it. It's 
how life works. Whether you're talking about Dayton, PacifiCon, Ft. 
Tuthill, or whatever, they are all very unique events specifically 
designed for personal participation. That's what makes them a 
"hamfest." And a handful of people put in a lot of work to make them 
special, for you to enjoy "in person." 


For those who can't attend PacifiCon, I know you are disappointed. So, 
plan to attend next year then.

THE MOVIE ... we've talked about this several times, about video taping 
the presentations. It has been considered seriously. But several of 
the presentors, including myself, are not real crazy about being video 
taped. When I give a talk, I try to make it as good and accurate as 
possible, but I also enjoy the one-on-one informal relationship with 
those in attendance. Much of it becomes very impromptu. If your talk 
is being video taped, you are suddenly putting on an "act" for the 
camera, not being yourself with your friends.

sessions and make 500 or so copies? That's $1000 out of someones pocket 
just for the empty tapes and a couple hundred hours of time. Volunteers? 


MORAL OF THE STORY: Let's be honest ... many of you on QRP-L are the 
lurkers. You don't contribute much to the hobby, you seldom, if ever 
post anything or share your areas of expertise with the others, you 
don't belong to any of the QRP clubs that needs your support to do what 
they do, and yet you want everything for nothing. There are 2700 QRP-L 
subscribers and posts from the same 100 or so guys. Simple math. So 
how about participating in all these wonderful things that the others 
have provided for you? Or volunteer your help. Or just contribute.

Russ Garner's thoughts are worthy of serious reflection, both now and in 
the future. Perhaps, when the time is right, further unification in a 
formal way will be both possible and advisable. 


For the present, I wonder if it is wise. What joins QRP operators world 
wide is not a single item, but a kind of pervasive spirit that has many 
different emphases. For some, it is the building. For others, it is the 
operating challenge--or more correctly, challenges, since there are many 
kinds. For others, it is the camaraderie in the adventure of learning. 
And for still others, it is the opportunity to serve and share. Somehow, 
the very absence of a need to define our unity makes the unity stronger. 


Suppose we had a single central organization world wide charged with the 
task of organizing and unifying virtually all QRP ventures. The cost 
per member might be prohibitive to some who enjoy QRP on a shoestring. 
The tiers of administrative channels might be prohibitive to others, who 
like to make an idea go as soon as it becomes an idea. For many 
activities, QRPers do not need a concensus so much as they just need a 
minimal mass to make the activity worthwhile. 


Actually, I am very impressed with the benefits of some of our lack of 
focal organization. The publications available have different emphases, 
which increases the available knowledge. The organizations have different 
interests and personalities, which yield a wide range of different 
activities, but something almost every weekend--and week nights too. 


Right now, I believe (as strictly a personal response) that the varied 


personalities of the organizations and individuals form one of the most 
enriching aspects of QRP. 


Should QRP as a whole ever need to present a unified front to some formal 
challenge from "outside," then perhaps a unified organization might be in 
order. Its first goal should be to nurture and guard the idiosyncracies 
of all its members and member organizations. In unity there may be 
strength, but it is in diversity that we discover the new, the exciting, 
and the interesting. The quest for strength is serious stuff, but out of 
the new, the exciting, and the interesting come the real satisfactions in 
life--at least the life of QRP. 


This note is not meant to criticize a view, since I often ponder the 
implicit unity of QRPers. It is just a way of noting the other side of 
the coin. And I have a concern that sometimes excessive organization gets 
in the way of camaraderie, where a little organization here and there 
enhances camaraderie. Where may be the dividing line? One useful rule of 
thumb is to have just enough organization to get a job done--one that 
already needs doing--but not enough organization where the organization 
gets to invent or decide what needs doing. 


On the other hand, it is important that some one track the needs going 
unmet--and try to see that they are met. If there are enough of those, 
perhaps a focal organization might be the answer.

Hi, Scott ! 
My two cents.... 


A few weeks ago I tried to built a little cw-id device and it works now 
since first Power-ON. 


As a clock I use a CD4011 CMOS-IC (Range 20Hz - 1Mhz) followed by a binary 
counter (4040 = :4095) which counts up the address of an EPROM 
(2716/2732/2764). Data lines DO-D7 could start a TX (via PTT) and start a 
sidetone for monitoring. In my test there now is an endless loop for data 
out and keying an little TX for 3.579 MHz (2W with 1 x BD139) into a dummy 
load. 


An addition would be a relais-sequenzer controlled via the eprom (e.g. D6 
and D7) to get a beacon-signal (1 Loop 100 Power, 1 Loop -6dB, 1 Loop 
-12dB, 1 Loop -18dB) 

1 Loop = Callsign + Testtone (abt 5sec.) 


The next step is to control the output via your 555 Timer-IC with a 10 min. 
Clock. 

The 555 gives a pulse every 10 min. to start the 4040 to count. Via a 
flip-flop you can stop the counting by a pulse from the eprom. So you can 
send a signal as long as you want and then stop till the next pulse from 
the 555 is here. 


The advantage of the described clock 4011 is that F-clock is variable. That 
means the cw-speed depends on you. 


I soon will build a clock with 68,25 Hz output and divide it with a 4040 
(an additional ic followed by the 4040 for driving the eprom) 

by 4095 so I get a Signal with 0,016 Hz. Then one dot of a cw-signal is 
exact 1 Minute long. Here in Europe many experiments are running on VLF 
(137KHz), with a very slow CW-spped and a DSP-filter a signal could be 
received 300 miles away. (cooldown your PA !!!!! 


So you do not have to buy and learn how to work with a PIC or other 
microcontrollers. 


All the best to you and to your project.

Hi Paul, 


Know what you mean about a spurious signal showing up just where you want 
to operate. I have one on 20 at about 14.058 where the FISTS folks hang 
out. Also one at about 7.042 that will give me a problem for some one of 
the QRP-L Fox hunts. 


These things can come from equipment inside your house. Something that is 
not well shielded and has an oscillator or harmonic on the frequency. 
Sometimes they can come from a neighbors house too. A piece of equipment 
that is going bad or an arcing device that has circuits around it that 
cause it to resonate at the frequency is a possibility. Also various 
spurious signals get radiated from CATV equipment. Some businesses are 
using digital communications like packet now and these can generate any 
manner of spurious junk. If you have a directional antenna capability you 
can find out what direction its coming from -- a SW receiver with a 
directional antenna would be useful here. I had a pulsing noise showing up 
in my receivers here a while ago. I hooked up a small beam to a 6 mtr HT 
and started looking around. Thought it was an electric fence in the area 
but turned out to be the charging circuit in my electric razor.

Homebrewing - How the support a project in a world scale when parts supply 
is mostly limited to North America, Europe and Japan. I know you can mail 
order but it's out of the question for people in less developed places, 
where money is in short supply or regulations make it almost impossible to 
import this stuff. 


QSO - Everybody knows that DX is possible with miniscule amounts of power, 
but lets face it, most contacts are local in nature (within the same 
country or contiguous countries), what connection would there be if you 
cannot regularly contact people on the other side of the world. 


QRP events - Same thing here, how many people would attend these unified 
events that are not already attending PACIFICOM or Dayton? 


The local QRP club is in a much better position to advance the hobby. On 
the other hand we have clubs today that are truly international, what about 
the G-QRP- Club, ARCI or Norcal. 


As Paul Harden's said, most of what happens today, as far as club 
activities go, are organized by the same people. My thanks to them !! How 
much more can/should we expect from them? I'm surprised they are still 
going strong after so many years. 


Think globally, act locally.

Hi, Russ, 


It's nice that QRP is a hub of organized ham activity, but I think we need 
to look at something else first: How do we translate this to the hobby as 
a whole? How do we encourage growth in the hobby? How do we market the 
hobby so that it's appealing to young people, to women, to people who 
aren't into electronics deeply? 


My interests here are clearly different that most people on this list. I 
hate CW and operate QRP SSB almost exclusively. I get totally lost in the 
technical posts and the construction posts. In some ways, though, I am 
your target audience, since I am not in any of the demographic groups that 
normally describe ham radio operators; I'm a woman in my 30s, and we need 
to broaden the appeal of the hobby. 


The ARRL and hams in general have never figured out how to market this 
hobby, and sometimes I really don't think they care to. I often see this 
hobby as a good ‘ol boys club, and I am an outsider who should somehow feel 
privileged to be allowed a peek. I don't know how many times since I was 
licensed in 1984 that I was told I am not a "real" ham, since I don't build 
things, don't understand how my radio works, and don't do CW. (I did just 
enough CW to pass my 13 wpm test and I do not even own a key.) it's not 
exactly welcoming to be told you're not "real". 


What appeals to me about this hobby? Learning about people and their 
cultures is one thing. I had a conversation with a 15 year old girl in 
Croatia, just before their civil war broke out in earnest. She told me how 
beautiful her town was in the spring and how the cherry trees were in 
bloom. It was a lovely talk, all done at 10 watts PEP SSB on my TS-660 on 
15 meters. Her town was leveled a few months later, and I wondered what 
happened to her. I eventuially caught up with her on 15 meters again, and 
she was in school in Zagreb, and her family was OK. That war was real to 
me, and I would never have had that opportunity to understand the human 
nature of what was happening without ham radio. I can share many stories 
of what ham radio has meant to me, but none as dramatic. 


That, plus public service work, drew me into this hobby. I am into 
communication, not the technical aspects. I also like the challenge of low 
power operation, which is why I'm here on QRP-L. I like going out hiking 
in nature and taking a small radio with me to break up my day. My Tokyo 
HyPower HT-750 is perfect for that. 


So, how am I not a real ham? Can the hobby be promoted for it's ability to 
help people, as it did in Hurricane Georges? Can QRP be promoted for 
emergency communications? Can ham radio be promoted for the very human 
side of voice communications which can't be had on the Internet in the same 
way? I think so, and that would bring in very different people that 
promoting it as a tech hobby.

You're quite right, Dave. The point was, though, that there is no need to 
imply that one product is better than another simply because company A has 
been in business longer than company B. I think the approaches taken by SGC 
and Elecraft have been so vastly different that most people on the list 
would realize that Elecraft, though without a product on the market yet, 
has taken the path of publicly showing their ware, testing it publicly, 
offering it for field testing to 50 (I believe) hams; all before shipping a 
unit to a paying customer. SGC, however, built the product, advertised and 
sold it, and have apparently had some problems living up to their stated 
warranty, and have not generally done a lot to insure customer satisfaction. 


Granted, there are those who will like one product over another, for 
whatever reason. Not all of us agree. But, for example, I am not going to 
say that OHR is better than Small Wonders simply because I have bought more 
product from OHR. Each kit has it's own 

merits, regardless of the reputation of the company. 


In SGC's defense, I believe the price increase was clearly stated up front; 
the initial price was an introductory price, implying an ncrease to come. 


I don't own either rig. Don't know if I will but the K-2, but will probably 


wait and see. In any case, the decision to purchase will be based on the 
performance of the product as well as the ability of the manufacturer to 
live up to it's claims, not on the length of time the company has been in 
business.

Hi Chris... TNCs are TNCs. They connect to the serial port of whatever cpu 
you are using. (Surely Macs have serial ports?) The difference is in the 
software, since you do need an appropriate program to allow them to work 
together. 


You have either 2 or 3 mfgr choices for TNCs: 1) Kantronics; 2) MFI; and 
(maybe) 3) Whoever bought AEA's data stuff. It seems to me like it was the 


now-in-bankruptcy Timewave. I have used a Kantronics for the DX-Packet 
Cluster (@ 2400 baud) for well over 8 years now, and have had absolutely 
flawless performance. They do good work. I have not used any MFJ data 
products, but they are popular-if somewhat 'inexpensively' made... and 
MFJ's warranty is as good as you could ask for on ALL their products. You 
might look for an AEA PK-232-MBX, experienced, so to speak. Just make 
certain it has whatever the latest mailbox-EPROM set was. It is certainly 
one of the best TNCs ever made. 


I have no comments for software... I do not operate 'regular' packet-just 
the ‘cluster’.

Wow, I had a revelation, thanks to KBOROL. 


At the end of last season's foxhunt, I was in second place for the 
hounds, and second place for the foxes. I just realized that for this 
season so far, I am now tied for first place in the hounds, and tied 
for second place for the foxes! Already I feel my operating skills 
improving! :-) 


Here's my Tuesday fox hunt story: 


The hunt had been underway for about half an hour when the phone rang. 
I ignored it. However, my daughter answered the phone and brought the 
portable phone to me in the shack. "Darn", I thought to myself as I 
unplugged the headphones so I could listen to the radio with one ear, 
and use the telephone with the other. It was Dave Fifield, who was 
excited about his latest tests on the NorCal 20. Honest, I tried to 
give him my proper attention, but the fox was working the hounds fast 
and furious while I was on the telephone! Finally, I apologized to 
Dave and told him that it was impossible for me to give him my full 
attention while there was a fox out there to be caught. I promised 
him that I would call him back as soon as I got my pelt. He laughed 
and hung up. I went back to the radio and within two minutes had my 
first pelt of the season. I called Dave right back, and we had a good 


conversation about the NorCal 20, which is coming along nicely by the 
way.

The reflecting layer altitude was slowing rising during the hunt. 

Clif was cool and collected once the initial adrenaline rush subsided. 
He was enjoying it immensely.

I would like all presentors to know that I would like them to be as 
real, natural and candid as possible. I'm talking about a tripod mounted 
camera, fixed, sitting up close and personal to the presentor. Forget the 
mutli-camera, multi-media integrated slick commerical offerings. We listen 
to these folks because they know their stuff and we are there to learn 
something and share their experiences via their stories and comments. 


Besides, just exactly who is gonna video tape these sessions and 
make 500 or so copies? That's $1000 out of someones pocket just for the 
empty tapes and a couple hundred hours of time. Volunteers?

What about a different approach? Someone on the sponsoring 
organization tapes the event as described above just for the sponsoring 
club's archives.

Mike, 

I may have an unusual situation. My Open-wire feedline runs from 

the tuner to a pair of stainless threaded rods that go thru the wall 
near the ceiling of the shack. There are ceramic "feed thru" insulators 
on both sides of the wall. On the inside I use a double knife switch 
from The Wireman (std. disclaimer) and on the outside I have a homebrew 


discharger made from a piece of copper strap (roofing flashing) going 
to the ground rod wich is the main station ground rod (right on the 
other side of the wall). Near the nuts where the open-wires attach to 
the stainless rods are two triangle shaped pieces of copper sheet 
from the hobbyshop (1 piece from the store cut into triangles). The 
triangles are attached to the copper strap with homebrewed "screws" 
made from #4 solid copper wire - the kind the power company uses for 
ground connections. I used a die to cut #10-24 threads onto one end 
and braized them to the strap. The triangles have elongated holes 
making them adjustable (closer or farther from the nuts). 

Kinda hard to explain but... Here in S. Florida lightning is a serious 
reality. I think there are commercially made devices that do the same 
thing and some use spark plugs. Others could probably elaborate.

Dan, If you are going to shine up the aluminum parts of the antenna, I 
recommend "Scotch Brite" pads. Available at supermarkets and in big 
packages at Sam's Warehouse. No little steel shreds to short things 
out, rust or get, painfully, under your skin. And they shine great. 


I once knew a man covered his beam completely in two layers of black 
electrical tape. It was like new, when he took it down, several years 
later. But I am not sure I can recommend this.

Dan, I have refurbushed two of them and I used fine steel wool 

at the overlaps,cleaned them well with alcohol, and then coated 
the overlaps with antioxide compound I got from an electrician 
friend that they use on aluminum wire. A little goes a looong 
way. I had to take one apart to replace the cable after water got 
into the coax and it sure was easier with the compound on the 
overlaps. 

Oh YEEH !! I forgot the most important thing. The self tapping 
screws raise burrs on the aluminum. You will have to use a 
phillips screw driver or an ahl to push the burrs back into the 
tubing or they will sceize(sic) up and it's hell to get them apart.

While constantly in search of the "Holy Grail"(sp?) of ham radio, a killer 
antenna that fits in a small space, I was wondering how a physically small 
loop, say maybe 6-15 ft on each side, but using coils on all or just a 
couple of the sides to get the right electrical length would work?

(probably for a good reason) but maybe some of the antenna guru's out there 
would have some thoughts on it. Would it be worth building or just leave the 
dipoles up?
